.-agricultural  Economics  from  !!r.  Hd^'in  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit 
Specialist  in  Europe.     Highly  colored  York  Imperials  from  Virginia  con- 
tinued selling  at  a  marked  premium  o-"-er  the  ruling  -or ice,  to-nping  the 
market  at  S3. 27  to  68.64  for  IT.  S.  ITo.  1,  2^  inch  stock,   as  compared 
with  S3. 27  to  S10.  33  last  reek.     Barreled  apples  are  arriving  mostly 
tight  but  shoring  slight  scald,  states  Mr.  Smith. 


There  was  a  good  demand  for  all  barreled  stock.     Only  light  sup- 
plies of  Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins  rere  available-    The  fruit  ras  in 
variable  condition,  but  sold  ouickly  at  from  38.15  to  S8.27  per  barrel 
for  U.  S.  Ho.  2,  2h  inch  stock.     Supplies  of  Virginia  York  Imperials 
■  ere  only  moderate,  but  the  condition  of  the  fruit  ras  variable.  Poorly 
colored  Yorks,  U.  S.  I7o .  1,  2j  inch  sizes,  sold  mostly  at  from  S7.06  to 
S7.42  per  barrel.     There  rere  practically  no  Virginia  "inesaos  on  the 
market.     Such  fruit  as  ras  available  ras  in  poor  condition.  Offerings 
of  U.  S.  Connercial,  2^  inch  stock,   brought  S7.30  per  barrel  in  spite  of 
the  poor  condition  of  the  fruit .     Surolies  of  Nova  Scotian  apples  are 
moderate,  states  Mr.  Smith, 


Tlx-  demand  ras  si  or  for  all  boxed  stock.     Washington  '.'inesaps 
rere  in  liberal  supply  and  the  f  rait  ras  in  excellent  condition.  Of- 
ferings sold  slorly,  however,  Extra  Fa.iey  grades,  sizes  150,  163/175, 
ranging  from  32 . 92  to  32.98  per  box  against  S3 . 10  to  S3. 16  per  box  last 
reek.     "Vashington  Home  Beautys  rere  in  moderate  supply,  but  sold  slorly 
at  from  S2.80  to  32.92  per  box  for  3xtra  Fancy,  150,  163/175  stock,  as 
against  a  flat  rate  of  32.80  last  reek.    The  market  situation  for  Oregon 
Yellor  Uertorns  remained  unchanged.     Moderate  supplies  of  Fqnc;/,  150, 
163/175  Yellor-  Nertorns  from  California  ^ere  offered,  but  sold  slov,ly  at 
S3. 04  ner  box. 

Spanish  oranges  in  good  condition  brought  from  02.92  to  34.08  per 
half-case  of  110  pounds  for  300' s,   as  against  32.92  to  S3. 89  last  reek. 
Those  prices,  horever,  cannot  be  maintained  as  supplies  afloat  for  the 
British  market  are  excessive.
